The existing sub-para ii(i) may be substituted by the following:— 
“Eligible Export Houses may acquire by transfer the licences issued 
to Registered Exporters or their nominees under the import

product exported. If the product exported has no item in 
Col. 4, the Export House may be allowed import items appear¬ 
ing in a valid and unexpired A.U. licence of its supporting 
manufacturer issued for the same end-product as the exported 
product. The restrictions/conditions indicated in Col. 5 of 
Section II in respect of any import items will also be appli¬ 
cable while allowing such items to Export Houses.”
